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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN JANUARY 


As measured by a number of major factors economic conditions recorded 
minor recession in the first month of the year. Slight advances were shown in 
common stock prices and speculative trading. The business factors including 
the index of the physical volume of business and prices of commodities at 
wholesale were at a slightly lower position. The index of the physical volume 
of business rose rapidly from the early period of 1940 to the present. 


Wholesale prices on the base of 1926 passed through parity during 1943 and 
according to preliminary calculations reached in January a new high point for 
any time since January 1926. The advance in wholesale prices since the first 
quarter of 1943 and especially since the outbreak of hostilities has been of marked 
proportions. The increase was particularly rapid from August, 1939 to Novem- 
ber, 1941. Subsequently, the upward trend has continued but at a somewhat 
slackened pace. 


Common stock prices recorded moderate advances in December and January 
over the low point of November. The trend of common stock prices was down- 
ward from the early months of 1937 until August, 1942. The steady advance 
until mid-year 1943 counterbalanced the recession of the three preceding years. 
Speculative trading as measured by the number of shares traded on the stock 
exchanges followed somewhat the same pattern as that of common stock prices. 


Dominion bond prices continued steady in January, the return having 
been 3 p.c. unchanged since last April. Bank deposits showed a relatively minor 
recession at the first of January from the -beginning of the preceding month. 
The increase in bank deposits during 1942 and 1943 was pronounced. The 
standing at the beginning of December was higher than at any other time and 
the subsequent recession was of relatively minor proportions. Bank deposits 
have shown an upward trend since the early months of 1934 and the increase 
was accelerated after the outbreak of the war. 


Agriculture 

The cash income of Canadian farmers reached a new high level in 1943 when 
the estimated returns from the sale of farm products. totalled $1,397 million, an 
increase of $282 million over 1942. Higher income was reported for all provinces. 
The greatest percentage increases occurred in the Prairie Provinces where, 
despite a reduced harvest, sales from the previous year’s crop were substantial. 
The returns from livestock were also substantially greater in the Prairie Prov- 
inces, particularly Saskatchewan and Alberta. Poor crops in the eastern 
provinces resulted in a reduction in cash income from the sale of livestock and 
livestock products. Indications are that some increase may be anticipated for 
1944 in the output of the latter products. It was forecast that shipments of 
bacon and pork to Britain in 1944 may amount to nearly one billion pounds, com- 
pared with a contractual onmppias to ship a total of 900 million pounds in the 
two years 1944 and 1945. 


The wheat delivery quota in the West was raised to 18 bushels per authorized 
acre from the present 14 bushels. It is intended to have all points up to the 
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18-bushel quota by the end of the crop year next July 31, because of the increased 
export movement. The reduction in the wheat surplus now appears to be fairly 
certain. Wheat and flour shipments to Russia under the Canadian-Soviet 
credit agreement of last year were completed. Shipments were mainly flour, 
which totalled 154,911 long tons. Wheat amounted to 20,685 tons. Combined 
shipments of wheat and flour, expressed in terms of wheat, were estimated at 
8,739,342 bushels. The flow of wheat and flour to Russia has not been altered 
by completion of the credit, as it is now continuing under Mutual Aid. 

Stocks of Canadian wheat were 344-4 million bushels on February 10 
compared with 456-7 million on the same date last year. Deliveries from farms 
in Western Canada during the crop year to February 10 were 152-6 million 
bushels, a relatively slight decline having been shown from the same period a 
year ago when 158-9 million bushels was marketed. 

Forestry 

The production of newsprint showed a moderate decline in January as 
compared with the preceding month. The total was 242,658 tons compared 
with 249,693 tons in the preceding month. Considerable increase was shown 
over the same month of 1943. The index was 101-5 in the first month of the 
year as compared with 102-8 in December. Other factors indicating the trend 
of forestry operations recorded decline from December after seasonal adjustment. 
Shipments by Canadian newsprint mills in January showed slight decline from 
a year ago. The ratio of shipments to capacity was 58-9 against 60-4 The 
amount was 209,599 tons in January against 241,175 tons in December and 215,015 
tons in the first month of last year. Apparent total consumption of newsprint 
in the United States during January was 259,587 tons, a reduction of 14-2 p.c. 
from a year ago and the smallest for any month since July, 1939. Compared 
with January, 1939, this year’s consumption showed a decrease of 4-6 p.c., 
272,041 tons having been the apparent total consumption in that month. Ship- 
ments from Canada in January represented 72 p.c. of the total United States 
supply compared with 61 p.c. in January, 1939. 

Price increases ranging from $2 to $10 a ton on four major grades of wood- 
pulp have been authorized by the Office of Price Administration in Washington. 
Termed an emergency measure to assist in maintaining production of vitally 
needed supplies of woodpulp, the increases apply to groundwood pulp, soda pulp 
bleached sulphite and unbleached sulphite. Screenings of the same grades and 
side-runs directly related to them also are given higher ceilings. Woodpulp is 
the chief raw material for a variety of paper and paper products including many 
highly essential war and civilian items. 

Mining 

The latest available statistics indicated that the advances were in the 
ascendency over the declines, in the production of metals and minerals. Gold 
receipts at the Mint, however, receded from 268,337 fine ounces to 256,414. 
The output of coal during 1943 amounted to 17-2 million tons against 18-9 
million in the preceding year, a decline of slightly more than one million tons or 
5:7 p.c. The average number of employees in Canadian coal mines during 
November was 26,738 compared with 24,741 in November, 1942. 
Manufactures 

Wheat flour production in Canadian mills set a new record for the month 
of December and was at an unprecedented level for any calendar year on record 
during 1943. The December output was 2,173,433 barrels being an increase 
of 5-3 p.c. compared with the month of December, 1942, when the total was 
2,062,835 barrels. Reversal of seasonal trends has been the role in flour pro- 
duction, particularly in the last two and one-half years, due to the exceptional 
demand which wartime conditions created. Flour shipments under Mutual 
Aid agreements such as those to the United Kingdom and.U.S.8.R. have been 
decidedly important factors, as well as the needs of our own armed forces and 
civilian population. The release of cigarettes amounted to 1,002 million in 
January compared with 1,019 million in December. A considerable increase,

(a) Income Originating. 


As civilization advances the tendency seems to be for manufactures, trade and service to 
gain in magnitude and importance. In order that there may be a supply of the finer products 
which the world is coming to demand, the raw materials furnished by the extractive industries 
are processed more and more and brought to a higher degree of refinement. 

The three stages of development may be distinguished. The efforts of a new country are 
normally directed toward the primary industries concerned with the utilization of natural re- 
sources. In the second stage the emphasis is placed on the processing of raw materials resulting 
in a large measure of industrialization. Construction may also be regarded as a secondary 
industry undergoing expansion at this stage of the national development. The culminating 

hase consists in the evolution of the service activities to a prominent place in the national life. 

t is a commonplace that with increasing real income per capita the demand for tertiary products 
becomes relatively greater. With a few minor exceptions, such as international banking ser- 
vices, tertiary products must be produced in the country in which they are consumed. This 
division would include those industries engaged primarily in rendering services of transportation, 
communication, trade, government, finance and service in the more restricted sense. This 
‘division of industries most of the products of which are perishable—that is, goods which ¢annot 
be stored and which are consumed in the act of production—may be looked upon as the service 
group in its broadest aspects. 

n this study, however, the service group is confined to a more restricted area, encompassing 
those activities that provide professional and personal assistance to individuals and to business 
enterprises. The service group defined in the limited sense, was the source of 11-4 p.c. of the 
national income during the period from 1919 to 1940. The annual average income created was 
$494 million, an upward trend having been recorded during the years in question. 

(b) Salaries and Wages. 

It was estimated that the remuneration of employees in the service group averaged about 
$295 million per year from 1919 to 1940. An upward trend was recorded during the twenty- 
two years, the payments having been 8 p.c. greater in the last eleven years of the period than in 
the first half. Increases were shown in 15 years of the twenty from 1920 to 1940. The salaries 

id for educational activities were based on returns received by the Education Branch of the 
ureau, while the totals for professional and other activities were computed from decennial 
census reports with interpolation for intercensal years. A study was made of the numbers and 
rates of employees in the 1920-21 and 1930-31 periods. The non-reporters of earnings were 
regarded as working three-quarters as many weeks on the average as the eet The average 
earnings of the non-reporters, however, were regarded as averaging one-half of the remuneration 
of those for whom definite information was received. The working time was placed on a man- 
year basis by dividing the adjusted number of weeks worked by fifty-two, the number of weeks 
in @ year. The resulting numbers were then divided into the adjusted earnings to obtain the 
r capita remuneration for the year. The fluctuations between census years was determined 
y the totals for a considerable number of industries for which data were available through the 
‘annual surveys of the Bureau.

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however, was shown over January, 1943, when the total was 872 million. De- 
clines were shown in raw leaf tobacco and cigars in January even after seasonal 
adjustment. 

Declines were also shown in the operations of the meat packing industry 
in January from the high level of the preceding month. The index for three 
classes of livestock was 210-8 against 220-5 in the last month of 1943. The 
slaughtering of hogs in January was 941,037 against 967,384. Dairy production 
was at a lower level in January even after seasonal adjustment. The output 
of nny butter was 11-0 million pounds against 12-4 million in the preceding 
month. 

Operations in the cotton mills of the Canadian textile industry during 
January continued at a relatively low level, according to figures reported by 
the Cotton Institute of Canada. Bale openings of 500 pounds gross weight 
numbered 34,677 which was an increase of 0-7 p.c. from December, when the 
total was 34,424, but were 2-2 p.c. less than that of January, 1943, comparison 
of 35,430, and were actually at the lowest level for any of the first seven months 
of any year since before the war. 

Activity in the non-ferrous metals was at a slightly higher level than in the 
preceding month. Production of steel ingots and castings at Canadian plants 
during December was at a rate considerably below a year ago, a total output 
of 227,822 tons being 31,622 tons below the November standing, 42,012 tons, 
or 15-6 p.c. below the 269,834 tons produced in December of 1943. Production 
of pig iron in December fell 16-5 p.c. from a year ago, a total of 137,256 net tons 
compared with 164,382 tons, showing a reduction of 11 p.c. 

Railways 

The earnings of the Canadian Pacific Railway from the beginning of the 
year to February 14 were $19,228,000, representing an increase of $3,774,000 
or 24-4 p.c. over the same period of last year. The gross revenues in 1943 were 
more than $279 million compared with $256-9 million in the preceding year. 
The net earnings after deduction of operating expenses were $49-2 million 
against $48-2 million in 1942. The net earnings in 1943 were greater than in 
any other year except 1928 when the total was nearly $53 million. 


Internal Trade 

Country general store sales in the last month of the year averaged 11 p.c. 
higher than in December, 1942. There were increases in sales in all provinces 
during 1943, the gains ranging from 6 p.c. in Ontario to 18 p.c. in Saskatchewan. 
The sales of wholesale merchants were 12 p.c. heavier in December than in the 
corresponding month of 1942, and averaged seven per cent higher during the 
calendar year 1943 than in 1942. 

The official cost of living index declined from 119-3 at December 1 to 
119-0 at January 3, making the total wartime increase 18-1 p.c. The index 
was at 117-1 on the corresponding date last year. Comparison of the trend 
of wholesale prices in Canada, the United Kingdom and the United States 
during 1943, which is given just recently, shows that the advance in this country 
was considerably wider than in either of the other two. This was largely due 
to the strong upward movements of the farm products index. . 
Finance 

War expenditures for the first ten months of the present fiscal year amounted 
to $3,040 million against $1,825 million in the same period of the preceding 
year. Under the United Nations Mutual Aid Act of 1943, $587-6 million were 
expended during the first ten months while $1 billion was expended under the 
United Kingdom War Finance Act of 1942 for the corresponding period. The 
grand total expenditures amounted to $4,161 million against $3,292 million in 
the first ten months of the preceding fiscal year. Ordinary revenues rose from 
$1,838 million to $2,218 million.

The salaries and w paid in connection with educational activities were compiled from 
returns received by oe elie Branch. The total included the amount paid in schools, 
colleges and universities whether publicly or privately operated. Salaries paid in normal schools 
and a few other special schools directly under the Provincial governments were not included. 
The trend of salaries was definitely upward during the period since the last war. The advance 
was interrupted from 1932 to 1934 but resumed in 1935 the temporary high point of 1931 which 
was only exceeded in 1940, six years having been necessary to offset the decline during the de- 
pression period. ; 

Salaries and wages in other service activities were estimated for 1930 from the large body of 
data regarding nine industries made available by the decennial census and the survey of trading 
establishments. The industries included recreational activities, business service, barbering and 
beauty parlors, undertaking, photography, hotels and restaurants, domestic service, board and 
lodging houses and miscellaneous. An annual census of motion picture theatres is conducted 
while for other groups interpolation was used in estimating intercensal years. A number of the 
industries were circularized from 1919 to 1921 and the retail service census of 1941 was of assis- 
tance in establishing the payrolls for recent years. 

The general weighted average and index of rates published by the Labour Department was 
used for interpolation of salaries and wages paid by the recreational group. The index of con- 
sumers’ goods transferred to the base of 1930 was the interpolator for employees’ remuneration 
in business service. The index used in connection with the salaries and wages of employees in 
barbering and beauty parlors was the product of indexes of the general wage rate and of popula- 
tion. The salaries and wages of employees in hotels and restaurants were extended according 
to an average of indexes of the general wage-rate and of employment in such activities. 

(c) No Pay Allowances. 

The numbers engaged as unpaid labour were estimated for each of the three service groups 
considered in this connection. ‘The numbers of so-called ‘‘no pays” in these groups were reported 
by the decennial census for 1930-31 and considerable information is also available for 1920-21 
and 1940-41. The personnel in this status class was roughly as numerous in the professional 
group as in the other two groups combined. The fluctuations between decennial periods in 
educational activities were determined by means of a smoothed index of the total numbers 
engaged. The rates for teachers not receiving a fixed salary were interpolated by the rate of 
board for males in agriculture. The numbers of “no pays” in the professional group were inter- 
polated for intercensal years by the trend of employment in six representative industries and the 
rates were determined according to the same index as used for education. The numbers in this 
class were determined for 1930-31 from the records of the decennial census and the other years 
estimated by the use of a smoothed version of the index numbers of employees. The rates of 
board and lodging for agricultural labour were used directly for per capita remuneration. ‘No 
pay” allowances ranged from $16,943,000 in 1920 to a low point of $9,554,000 in 1933. The 
recovery from the low point of the depression to the end of the period under review was about 39 p.c. 
(d) Withdrawals. 

The estimate of the withdrawals of professionals and service working proprietors for the 
ten-year periods was prepared from the returns of the decennial census. The per capita re- 
muneration in such periods was determined by the application of several methods designed to 
show the margin over the wage rate. American experience, the conventional and manager 
methods were applied to the data regarding professionals. The differential over the wage rate 
established for the United States, the standing obtained by taking 100 p.c. of the wage rate for 
own accounts and 150 p.c. for employers and the managers rate, were averaged. The result for 
1930 was $1,909 per year. The same ratio was applied for the period of 1920-1921 and the 
intercensal periods interpolated by a smoothed version of wage rates. The conventional method 
and managers rates were taken into consideration in arriving at the entrepreneurial rate for 
educationalists mainly conducting private schools and colleges. The median age, American 
experience, conventional and managers methods were used in setting the level of average re- 
muneration for working proprietors in other service activities. The trend of service employment 
was used for interpolation. 

(e) Pensions. 

The contributions of teachers to pensions funds were deducted from the salaries and wages. 
The payments from the fund to teachers after retirement were regarded as a part of the investment 
income originating inthe group. Pension plans are now implemented in each of the nine provinces. 
(f) and (g) Dividends and Interest. 

Dividends were estimated for the professional and “other service’ groups. Dividend 
receipts were deducted from the payments of the public interest companies operating in the field, 
and an estimate made for the private interest concerns. Theatres, hotels and restaurants were 
the main dividend-payers in the “other service” group. 

The interest received by the education group from endowments was deducted from the 
fixed charges on the school and college debt to obtain the net interest paid. The net interest 
paid by the professional and other service groups was compiled from the annual reports of com- 
panies operating in service activities. Interest on bonds and debentures outstanding for religious 
institutions was computed for the professional group. 

(h) and (i) Payments to Individuals. 

Payments to individuals are the sum of columns (b) to (g). The positive savings, applicable 
to the other service group only, are obtained by deducting the payments to individuals from the 
income originating.

SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN JANVIER 





La situation économique continue de s’améliorer au cours du premier mois de l’année, comme 
l'indiquent un certain nombre de facteurs principaux. Les opérations productives, les prix 
de gros, les actions ordinaires et les opérations spéculatives laissent voir une légére avance. Les 
facteurs économiques, comprenant l’indice du volume physique des affaires et les prix de gros, 
atteignent un nouveau maximum pour ces derniéres années. L’indice du volume physique 
des affaires avance rapidement depuis le début de 1940 et atteint en janvier cette année un ni- 
veau plus élevé qu’en tout autre temps. 

Les prix de gros (sur la base de 1926) dépasse la base 100 en 1943 et, d’aprés les calculs 
préliminaires, atteignent en janvier cette année une nouvelle cime depuis janvier 1926. La 
hausse des prix de gros est marquée depuis le premier trimestre de 1943 et spécialement depuis le 
déclenchement des hostilités. L’augmentation des prix est particulitrement rapide d’aoit 
1939 & novembre 1941; par la suite, la hausse se poursuit mais un peu plus au ralenti. 

Les actions ordinaires montent modérément en décembre et en janvier comparativement 
au bas niveau de novembre. Elles se sont orientées a la baisse depuis les premiers mois de 1937 
jusqu’au mois d’aott 1942. La hausse continue jusqu’au milieu de l’année 1943 contre-balance 
la baisse des trois années précédentes. Les opérations spéculatives, mesurées par le nombre 
de titres négociés aux bourses, se conportent 4 peu prés de la méme facon que le cours des actions 
ordinaires. 

Les obligations du Dominion se maintiennent fermes en janvier; leur rendement de 3 p.c. 
n’offre pas de changement depuis avril dernier. Les dépédts bancaires accusent une diminution 
relativement faible le ler janvier comparativement au début du mois précédent. L’augmenta- 
tion des dép6ts bancaires est prononcée en 1942 et 1943. Le niveau au commencement de 
décembre est plus élevé qu’en tout autre temps et la diminution subséquente revét des propor- 
tions relativement modérées. Les dépéts bancaires augmentent depuis les premiers mois de 
1934, mais l’augmentation s’intensifie aprés le déclenchement de la guerre. 


Agriculture 


Le revenu en espéces des fermiers canadiens atteint un nouveau sommet en 1943; la vente 
des produits de la ferme leur rapporte des revenus estimés 4 $1,397,000,000, augmentation de 
$282,000,000 sur 1942. Les revenus augmentent dans toutes les provinces. Les plus fortes 
augmentations proportionnelles se font sentir dans les Provinces des Prairies od, en dépit de la 
récolte moins abondante, les ventes de produits agricoles de l’année précédente sont substantielles. 

- Les revenus provenant de la vente du bétail sont également beaucoup plus considérables dans 
les Provinces des Prairies, particuliérement en Saskatchewan et en Alberta. Les maigres récol- 
tes des provinces de |’Est se traduisent par une diminution des revenus en espéces provenant de 
la vente du bétail et des produits animaux. Tout indique qu’on peut s’attendre 4 une augmenta- 
tion en volume de produits animaux en 1944. On prévoit que les expéditions de bacon a la 
Grande-Bretagne atteindront probablement 1,000,000,000 de livres en 1944, vu le contrat exi- 
geant l’expédition de 900,000,000 de livres au cours des deux années 1944 et 1945. 

Toute porte & croire que la situation du beurre s’est légérement améliorée contrairement & 
ce qu’on prévoyait d’abord. Janvier a été exceptionnellement favorable a la production laitiére, 
grice A la température élevée et 4 la neige particuliérement légére dans toutes les provinces. 
La production de beurre s’établit & 11,000,000 de livres, soit 16-1 p.c. seulement de moins que 
l’andernier. Les stocks se placent 4 46,500,000 livres au début de l’année, ce qui porte 4 57,500,000 
livres le total & la fin du mois. 

Le contingentement de livraison du blé dans l’Ouest est porté de 14 boisseaux & 18 bois- 
seaux par acre autorisée. On projette d’étendre a toutes les régions ce contingentement de 18 
boisseaux vers la fin de la campagne, le 31 juillet prochain, en raison de |’augmentation des. 
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exportations. La diminution du surplus de blé semble maintenant assez certaine. Les expédi- 
tions de blé et de farine & la Russie, en vertu de l’accord de crédit canado-soviétique de /’an 
dernier, sont terminées. Les expéditions consistaient surtout en farine, soit 154,911 tonnes 
longues; les expéditions de blé se sont élevées 4 20,685 torines. Les expéditions combinées de 
blé et de farine, exprimées en blé, sont estimées 4 8,739,342 boisseaux. L’envoi de blé et de 
farine & la Russie n’est pas modifié par ]’expiration du crédit; il se continue maintenant en vertu 
de la loi d’assistance mutuelle. 

Les stocks de blé canadien s’établissent 4 344,400,000 boisseaux le 10 février, 4 rapprocher 
de 456,700,000 la méme date de ]’an dernier. Du début de la campagne au 10 février les fermiers 
de l'Ouest canadien ont livré 152,600,000 boisseaux de blé, soit une diminution relativement 
faible en regard des arrivages de 158,900,000 boisseaux le méme période de |’an dernier. 


Industrie forestiére 


La production de papier 4 journal décline modérément en janvier comparativement au 
mois précédent; elle s’établit & 242,658 tonnes contre 249,693, mais l’augmentation est considé- 
rable en regard du méme mois de 1943. L’indice se place 4 101-5 le premier mois de |’année 
contre 102-8 en décembre. Les autres facteurs tragant l’orientation des opérations forestié¢res 
laissent voir des déclins en regard de décembre, aprés ajustement saisonnier. Les expéditions 
faites par les papetiers canadiens déclinent légérement en janvier comparativement & l’an dernier. 
La proportion entre les expéditions et la capacité est de 58-9 contre 60-4. Les expéditions 
s’élavent & 209,599 tonnes en janvier, 4 rapprocher de 241,175 en décembre et 215,015 en janvier 
l’an dernier. La consommation apparente globale de papier 4 journal aux Etats-Unis est de 
259,587 tonnes en janvier, déclin de 14-2 p.c. par rapport & l’an dernier et diminution la plus 
faible en tout mois depuis juillet 1939. Comparativement 4 janvier 1939 la consommation de 
cette année diminue de 4-6 p.c., la consommation apparente globale étant de 272,041 tonnes ce 
mois-l4. Les expéditions du Canada en janvier représentent 72 p.c. de tous les approvisionne- 
ments des Etats-Unis, comparativement 4 61 p.c. en janvier 1939. 

L’Office de l’Administration des Prix 4 Washington a autorisé des hausses variant de $2 & 
$10 la tonne pour quatre catégories principales de pulpe de bois. Qualifiées de mesure d’urgence 
pour aider 4 maintenir la production d’une denrée essentielle, les augmentations s’appliquent 4 
la pulpe mécanique, & la pulpe & la soude, & la pulpe au sulfite blanchie et a la pulpe au sulfite 
écrue. Des prix maximunis plus élevés ont aussi été fixés pour les criblures de ces catégories 
de pulpe et les rognures. La pulpe de bois est la principale matiére premiére de plusieurs sortes 
de papier et de produits du papier, y compris de multiples produits essentiels 4 la guerre et a la 
population civile. 


Industrie miniére 


Les derniéres statistiques connues révélent que les augmentations l’emportent sur les dimi- 
nutions dans le domaine de la production minérale, Toutefois, les arrivages d’or 4 la Monnaie 
diminuent de 268,337 onces fines & 256,414. La production de charbon en 1943 s’établit a 
17,200,000 tonnes contre 18,900,000 l’année précédente, déclin d’un peu plus de 1,000,000 de 
tonnes ou de 5-7 p.c. Le nombre moyen d’employés dans les charbonnages canadiens est de 
26,738 en novembre comparativement 4 24,741 en novembre 1942. 


Manufactures 


La production de farine de blé au Canada établit un nouveau record pour le mois de décem- 
bre et atteint en 1943 un niveau sans précédent pour toute année civile. La production de 
décembre s’éléve & 2,173,433 barils, augmentation de 5-3 p.c. en regard de celle de 2,062,835 
barils en décembre 1942. Le renversement des tendances saisonniéres caractérise la production 
de farine, particuliérement au cours des derniers deux ans et demi, en raison de la demande 
exceptionnelle créée par la guerre. Les expéditions de farine en vertu des accords d’assistance 
mutuelle, comme ceux avec le Royaume-Uni et la Russie, ont été des facteurs décidément im- 
portants, de méme que les besoins de nos propres forces armées et de la population civile. Les 
dédouanements de cigarettes se chiffrent & 1,002,000,000 en janvier,  rapprocher de 1,019,000,000 
en décembre. Cependant, l’augmentation est considérable par rapport aux 872,000,000 de 
cigarettes dédouanées en janvier 1943. Les dédouanements de tabac brut et de cigares déclinent 
en janvier, aprés ajustement saisonnier. 
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Les opérations de salaison ralentissent en janvier comparativement au niveau élevé du mois 
précédent. L’indice pour les trois catégories de bestiaux se place 4 210-8 contre 220-5 le dernier 
mois de 1943. Les abatages de pores s’établissent 4 941,037 comparativement 4 967,384. La 
production laitiére diminue en janvier, méme aprés ajustement saisonnier. La production de 
beurre de crémerie est de 11,000,000 de livres en regard de 12,400,000 le mois précédent. 

Les opérations des filatures canadiennes de coton se maintiennent 4 un niveau relativement 
bas en janvier, d’aprés les chiffres rapportés par l'Institut canadien du Coton. II s’ouvre 34,677 
balles de coton de 500 livres, poids brut, soit une augmentation de 0-7 p.c. par rapport au total 
de 34,424 en décembre mais une diminution de 2-2 p.c. comparativement & celui de 35,430 en 
janvier 1943; le nombre de balles ouvertes est de fait le moins considérable en l’un quelconque 
des sept premiers mois de toute année avant la guerre. 

L’activité dans les métaux non ferreux est un peu plus intense que le mois précédent. La 
production canadienne d’acier en lingots et de coulages en décembre est bien inférieure A ce 
qu’elle a été l’année précédente; la production est de 227,822 tonnes, soit 31,622 tonnes de moins 
que celle de novembre, et 42,012 tonnes ou 15-6 p.c. de moins que la production de 269,834 tonnes 
en décembre 1943. La production de fonte en gueuse se place 4 137,256 tonnes nettes, diminution 
de 16-5 p.c. en regard de celle de 164,382 tonnes l’an dernier. 


Chemins de fer 

Les recettes du Pacifique Canadien se chiffrent 4 $19,228,000 du commencement de |’année 
au 14 février, augmentation de $3,774,000 ou de 24-4 p.c. par rapport 4 la méme période de !’an 
dernier. Les recettes brutes en 1943 excédent $279,000,000 contre $256,900,000 l’année pré- 
cédente. Les recettes nettes, aprés déduction des frais d’exploitation, s’élévent 4 $49,200,000 
comparativement 4 $48,200,000 en 1942. Les recettes nettes en 1943 sont plus considérables 
qu’en toute autre année sauf en 1928, alors qu’elles approchaient $53,000,000. 


Commerce intérieur 


Les ventes des magasins généraux ruraux au cours du dernier mois de l’année atteignent 
une moyenne de 11 p.c. plus forte qu’en décembre 1942. Les ventes accusent des augmentations 
dans toutes les provinces en 1943, variant de 6 p.c. en Ontario 4 18 p.c. en Saskatchewan. Les 
ventes de gros augmentent de 12 p.c. en décembre 1943 comparativement au méme mois de 
1942 et de 7 p.c. pendant l’année civile 1943 en regard de 1942. 

En 1943, les organismes de contréle des prix en temps de guerre ont pris des dispositions pour 
maintenir 4 moins de 5 p.c. l’augmentation des prix de gros au Canada; c’est la plus faible augmen- 
tation annuelle depuis le début de la guerre, mais 4 la fin de l’année l’indice touche son plus 
haut niveau depuis les premiéres années de la décennie de 1920-1930. La moyenne en 1943 est 
de 99-9, gain de 4-5 p.c. sur 1942 et de 38-1 p.c. comparativement A aofit 1939, ce qui représente 
exactement la hausse des prix depuis le commencement de la guerre. 

L’indice officiel du coat de la vie décline de 119-3 le ler décembre 4 119-0 le 3 janvier, ce qui 
porte 4 18-1 p.c. le gain depuis le déclenchement des hostilités. L’indice se plagait 4 117-1 la 
date correspondante de l’an dernier. La comparaison de l’orientation des prix de gros au Canada, 
au Royaume-Uni et aux Etats-Unis en 1943 indique que l’augmentation dans ce dernier pays est 
beaucoup plus considérable que dans les deux autres. La principale cause est la forte avance de 
l'indice des produits de la ferme. 


Finances 

Les dépenses de guerre pendant les dix premiers mois de |’année fiscale courante se chiffrent 
& $3,040,000,000 contre $1,825,000,000 la méme période de l’année précédente. En vertu de 
la loi d’assistance mutuelle aux Nations Unies de 1943, $587,600,000 sont dépensés durant les 
dix premiers mois, tandis qu’un milliard de dollars avaient été dépensés au cours de la période 
correspondante de 1942 en vertu de la loi de financement de la guerre du Royaume-Uni. Le 
grand total des dépenses est de $4,161,000,000, 4 rapprocher de $3,292,000,000 les dix premiers 
mois de l’année fiscale courante. Les recettes ordinaires augmentent de $1,838,000,000 a 
$2,218,000,000.
